Washington 
(5>) — John C. 


Doerfer, chhairman of the Feder- 
al Communications Commission, 
told House investigators today he 
repaid two weeks ago $165.12 re- 
ceived in 1954 from an Oklahoma 
television station. 


Doerfer, protesting he was "se- 


riously maligned," said he had, 
hanked the money tinder the mis- 
apprehension it constituted reim- 
bursement for airline transporta- 
tion for himself and his wife to 
attend a ceremony staged by sta- 
tion KWTV, Oklahoma City. 


Doerfer disclosed the repayment 


as he resumed the witness chair 
to answer allegations of miscon- 
duct against five of seven FCC 
commissioners 
before 
a special 


subcommittee investigating feder- 
al regulatory agencies. 


Subcommittee counsel Bernard 


Schwartz yesterday produced doc- 
uments purporting to show that 
Doerfer was furnished 
airline 


transportation from 
Washington 


to Oklahoma City by KWTV, but 
that he traveled back to Washing- 
ton via Spokane, Wash., at gov- 
ernment expense. 


Doerfer is the first of the seven 


federal communications commis- 
sioners to be called before a spe- 
cial House 
subcommittee. That 


group started out to check the 
working methods of six govern- 
ment agencies and branched into 
allegations of personal 
miscon- 


duct against five FCC members.

Storm Costs Boro 
$3,711 in Removing 
Snow From Streets 


Snow removal in Warren Bor- 


ough for accumulations during the 
last week of January cost the 
community $3,711, according to 
Street Commissioner Lee Webster. 


The sum included $1,446 for la- 


bor and $2,264 for equipment. 


Renting equipment from other 


sources cost the borough $222 for 
trucks, $463 for dozers and $333 
for loaders. Other expenses were 
$446 for use of borough trucks, 
$374 for plowing grader and $425 
for loader. (Borough bookkeeping 
calls for all equipment uses to be 
itemized.) 


Street Commissioner Webster 


pointed out that one big help in 
keeping the downtown area free 
of snow was the huge automatic 
loader. It worked mostly at night, 
loading'trucks which dumped the 
snow off the "island" into Alle- 
gheny River. 


As for plows blocking 
drive- 


ways .a second and third time, 
borough crews are 
simply not 


large enough to keep both the 
streets and thousands of drive- 
ways snow-free, officials said.

Low temperatures were the rule 


throughout the state. Snow struck 
hardest in the western half—from 
the Allegheny Mountains to the 
Ohio line. 


High winds added to the discom- 


fort by drifting snow as deep as 
eight feet hi some areas and mak- 
ing some secondary roads impass- 
able. 


Cindering "crews and snow plows 


toiled last night to keep highways 
open. Even when cleared of snow, 
some roads remained slippery in 
spots. 


The'Pennsylvania Turnpike was 


snow and ice-covered from the 
Gateway Interchange to the Alleg- 
heny Mountain Tunnel.

STRONG WIND 
DELAYS FIRING 
OF SATELLITE 


Washington (Jf)—Strong 
winds 


put an apparent damper on any 
new U. S. satellite firing today as 
scientists came up with more de- 
tails of Explorer I, the Army sat- 
ellite circling the globe every 115 
minutes. 


-There was no damper on plan- 


ning, however. 


Army scientists are reported to 


be proposing that an elaborate sat- 
ellite, loaded with instruments and 
weighing up to 700 pounds, be fir- 
ed before the end of the year to 
gather data for building a space 
station. 


The Navy was said to be hoping 


to put a 20-inch satellite in orbit 
on schedule next month despite 
delay? iii preliminary tests. 


The Navy is waiting to fire aloft 


its first six-inch sphere w>en wea- 
ther permits. 


A slim, 72-foot Vanguard rock- 


et, vehicle for the Navy satellite, 
stood on a launching pad at the 
Cape 
Canaveral, 
Fla., tenting 


grounds throughout yesterday. But 
high winds whipping 
eastward 


over the 
cape for 
the 
th,rd 


straight day apparently frustrate d 
any new firing attempts. 


Army scientists, buoyed by theii 


success with Explorer I, plan to 
launch sometime between now and 


L second Explorer. 


Already they are planning to- 


ward a third satellite, weighing 
300 pounds and equipped with tele- 
vision for 
reconnaisance. That 


would be followed by 'the 700- 
pound Explorer TV as the 
fore- 


runner of a space station. 


It was learned that Dr. Wem- 


hert von Braun, Maj. Gen. John B. 
Medaris and others instrumental in- 
developing Explorer I have -asked 
the Army for'permission to start 
building the huge satellite. 


They contend they could do the 


job with the basic Redstone rocket 
model which put Explorer I in 
orbit. 


The big satellite could carry 


cameras and television recording 
equipment like those planned for 
Explorer m, plus elaborate elec- 
tronic, and photographic equip- 
ment to provide data needed for 
building a space station. 


Scientists announced new infor- 


mation on Explorer I, the 6% -foot, 
tubelike 
satellite 
now 
racing 


around the globe for the fourth 
day. 


At Cambridge, Mass, Dr. Don 


A. Lautman, senior, scientist at the 
Smithsonian Astrophysical Obser- 
vatory, supported earlier estimates 
the Explorer may last for as long 
as 10 years. 


He said the satellite may orbit 


"several 
years—and possibly as 


much as 10 years."

Pittsburgh (AP) — An Alle- 


gheny County Court Judge favors 
relaxing

against the use of cameras and 
recording devices in news'coverage 
of trials. 


Judge John G. Brosky said on a 


Pittsburgh radio station KDKA 
last night that the real test should 
be whether these devices disturb 
or interfere with the oderliness of 
a trial. 


However, he said he would first 


clear the matter with the presi- 
dent judge of the court before al- 
lowing cameras or recorders in his 
courtroom. 


Heart Association Head 


Asks Aid of Business 


Pittsburgh (AP) — Dr. Robert 


W. Wilkins, president of the Amer- 
ican Heart Assn., says heart di- 
sease is responsible for "a cost 
that is staggering to American 
business" and asks business to 
help alleviate the problem. 


Addressing a gathering of busi- 


ness leaders here last night he 
said the responsibility for the pre- 
vention of premature deaths from 
heart diseases rests to a great ex- 
tent on the co-operation of busi- 
nessmen. 


Dr. Wilkins proposed support 


from American industry to advan- 
ce research in diseases affecting 
the heart. He said that "last year, 
650,000 man - years were lost to 
heartdisease." He added that "dis- 
eases of the heart and blood ves- 
sels each year take the lives of 
about 840,000 Americans." 


His speech preceded today's first 


national celebration of "heart Day 
for Business."

Franklin C/P)—Murder charges against Mrs. Lydia Dean, 22- 


year-old Filipino mother accused of slaying her husband, were given 
to a jury for deliberation on a verdict at 10:53 a. m. today. 


Judge Lee McCracken told the jury of seven men and five women 


they may find Mrs. Dean innocent; or may convict her of: 


1—First degree murder, fixing the penalty at death in the el»C- 


tric chair. 


2—First degree murder, fixing the penalty of life imprisonment, 
3—Second degree murder, carrying a maximum sentence of 20- 


years imprisonment and a $10,000 fine. 


4—Voluntary manslaughter, for which the maximum penalty is 


12 years imprisonment. 


Judge McCracken had devoted more than an hour to his charge, 


summarizing briefly the 
evidence of the prosecution and 
defense and outlining the law and 
the possible verdicts. He told the 
panel that under

the judge's charge. She has main- 
tained that attitude steadily since 
the trial began a week ago yester- 
day, 
except for the long sessions 


on the witness stand while she sob- 
bed out her story of the shooting 
last Dec. 7. 


A vital question for the jury will 


be whether the shooting was acci- 
dental, as Mrs. Dean said, or "plan- 
ned and premeditated" as charged 
by the commonwealth.

Local Industrialist Gives His 
Views onProposedKinzuaDam

Dear Ed: 


I hesitate to add my voice to the 


current controversy regarding the 
Kinzua Dam since, unlike some of 
trie participants in this argument. 
I do not possess the background of 
engineering knowledge to evaluate 
the scheme on the basis of .its mer- 
its as a flood control measure. 


In the past many persons have 


come forward to offer their sup- 
port for, or to take issue with the 
Indians, the sportsmen, the recrea- 
tionalists, the Pittsburgh Indus- 
trialists and, last but not least, the 
local residents whose properties 
are subject to flooding. Since I 
have no direct 
interest which 


would align me with any of these 
groups, I find it difficult to harbor 
any extreme feelings regarding the 
proposed dam and the reservoir 
which it would create. However, 
it is my opinion that the largest 
and most important group of citi- 
zens has been overlooked to date 
and, for this reason, I am writing 
to offer my views as to the best 
interests of this group, of which 
I am a member. 


The group to which I refer is the 


tax paying public which must ul- 
timately provide- the full amount of 
money necessary for the project in 
question. 
These seems to be an 


impression among' some proponents 
of the dam that the funds are 
available in Washington at no real 
cost to the citizens- of our area and 
that if we do not demand that 
these funds be spent in the Al- 
legheny Valley they will simply be 
dissipated elsewhere with no direct 
benefits accruing to the people of 


Warren, Pennsylvania. This type 
of thinking is, of course, erroneous 
and is the same philosophy em- 
ployed to justify any other "pork 
barrel" project which local inter- 
.ests demand of Congress. 


The expenditure involved for the 


construction of the Kinzua Dam 
and the purchase of land for its 
reservoir has been variously esti- 
mated at between SIOO.000,000 and 
§150,000,000.'. Considering the cur- 
rent trend towards rising costs and 
! the tendency of government pro- 
jects to exceed their estimates, any 


I prudent man would use the higher 
figure. This, by any standard, is 
a staggering sum. and it must be 
financed by taxes—your taxes, my 
taxes, and everybody else's taxes. 
If we would view the matter not 
so much as residents of the Alleg- 
heny Valley, but as tax paying 
citizens of our country, I believe 
that we would be forced to con- 
clude that this expenditure cannot 
be justified. 
!No one can expect 


the Government to authorize such 
an outlay for his own area and 


j still in good conscience oppose sim- 
l ilar projects in other parts of the 


i country. 
If unrestrained govern- j 


i ment expenditures of this nature j 
! are encouraged, the result for all • 
| of us can only be even more op- i

funds, similar in magnitude to that 
contemplated for the Kinzua Dam 
would eliminate the curse of anti- 
quated and overloaded highways in 
this region -and reap rich rewards 
in terms 
of ' improved highway 


transportation and reduction of ac- 
cidents. 


It is almost trite to say that 


wa cannot expect everything from 
government, but I believe . that 
many who favor construction of 
the Kinzua Dam. are expecting just 
that. I can think of many other 
things which would be of far 
greater usefulness, to the people 
of northwestern Pennsylvania, but 
it seems to me the central ques- 
tion should be how heavily are we 
willing to burden ourselves with 
taxes.

From the Salamanca Republican - Press: 
From the office of the "Director of Publicity, State 


Grange Xews," comes The surprising statement that 
"the National Grange adopted this position on the 
controversial subject" of the Kinzua dam, involving 
the flooding of pan of the Allegany Indian reserva- 
tion: 


"The Grange believes that in satisfying the want 


or needs of the nation as a whole or of the majority, 
there shall be no ruthless trampling underfoot of the 
minorities, but that rights and equities should be re- 
cognized, appraised and compensated for in any public 
condemnation or appropriation of lands or values. 
This principle should apply when the lands of Indian 
reservations are inundated by dams or otherwise 
taken by exercise of the power of eminent domain.'1 


With the above broad statement in opposition to 


tramping on rights of minorities, and compensating 
those whose property is taken by the government 
through exercise of the power of eminent domain, the 
great majority of the people of this country, we be- 
lieve, are in hearty accord. Certainly that is the feel- 
ing in the Allegany valley. 


It is unfortunate that so influential an organization 


as the Grange should be put in the position, as it has 
by the state director of publicity, of charging by im- 
plication that the United States government has de- 
parted or intends to depart from these principles in 
the case of the Kinzua dam. 


Such is not the fact. On the contrary, from the 


very inception of the Kinzua dam project, the Army- 
Engineers have recommended recognition of rights 
and equities, and appraisal of and just compensation 
for any and all properties taken under the right of 
eminent domain. This has been held applicable spe- 
cifically in the case of the Indian reservation lands, 
in official reports to Congress by the Army Engineers 
by the head of the Pittsburgh district of the Army 
Engineers in speaking belore public assemblages and 
in court proceedings. 


If Grangers have been led to believe otherwise,

YF/ASHINGTON— (NEA)— That two-hour press conference—when 
** the Atomic Energy Commission-announced progress in devel- 
oping.power from the hydrogen bomb reaction—was the darndes* 
thing since Henry Wallace tried to explain' the principles of the 
Progressive party back in 1948. 


All the scientific news has now been milked out o! it. But the 


memory lingers. It just shows you what the newspaper business is 
coming to in the next thermo-nuclear age of man. 
' . 


Get the picture. Here was AEC Chairman Lewis Strauss. He 


was surrounded by a score of the top scientists brought in from 
Los Alamos, N.M., Livermore, Calif., and Princeton, N.J.

FACING THEM—nearly 100 reporters. The old rule in this busi- 


ness was that you never sent a reporter on a story if he knew 
anything about it. For if he knew anything about it he would write 
an "expert" story that none of the readers could understand. 


All that's changed now. And the questions these science reporters 


can ask are harder to understand than the answers. 


In what AEC people said later was the most hostile press confer- 


ence in their hallowed halls and memory, reporters beat the chair- 
man over the head on the two questions they could all understand. 


(A) Was this a scientific breakthrough that was being an- 


nounced? and (B) Were the British scientists ahead of the Amer- 
ican scientists on discovering what was in their joint report? 


DOGGEDLY, STRAUSS TRIED to maintain that this was no 


breakthrough. It was just a major step ioiward. This wasn't a1 
horse race, he insisted. But then he said the teams were neck and 
neck. They had pushed up release just to satisfy the press. 


"We didn't want to scoop each other," he explained. "But quite 


apparently you won't let us have that." And later: "What can I 
do? I am at your mercy. You gentlemen make the public impres- 
sion. I can't do anything about it." But he finally got away with 
the parting, "I really am enjoying this." Oh yes! 


What followed in the last half of the conference was so technical 


that it was 'way over the head of this old timer. 


For instance, what do you do with a release headed: "Magnetic 


Measurement of Plasma Confinement in a Partially Stabilized 
Nuclear Pinch." Translate that into car-hop English! 


The guy who came the closest to doing it at this historic press 


conference was a bushy-haired giant of a British-born, but now 
naturalized, scientist from Los Alamos. He was Dr. James Leslie 
Tuck. He smoked a huge Sherlock Holmes pipe and he spoke 
with the soft accents of a child's physician. 


"FT IS DELICATE to explain these things to a non-technical 


audience," he began. "To make a thermo-nuclear reaction is man's 
attempt to do something highly unnatural. The problem is remark- 
ably like this: 


"Pretend that the gas is mercury. And pretend that the magnetic 


field (holding the gas) is rubber bands. You are trying to hold the 
mercury with slippery rubber bands and the mercury slips between. 


"In our case, we are trying to put in stabilizing devices which 


stop the mercury from slipping through the rubber bands." 


"There is a bonus we all look for," Dr. Tuck explained later on. 


"The moment you produce magnetic confinement of plasmas, you 
are practically half way to a dynamo. And dynamos are normally 
things that convert energy into electricity." 


Okay. Thermo-nuclear, or fusion power is as simple as that. 


Some sweet day, you may be able to brew your coffee with it.

Americana are becoming 


increasingly thrifty as evi- 
denced by the $87.5 billion in 
sayings on deposit in TJ.'S. 
banks at the close of 1957. 
This year-end figure shows a 
9% increase in savings over 
1956. 


This money is deposited in 


one of five kinds of savings 
accounts: individual, joint, 
school, fiduciary, or one of the 
many kinds of special savings 
accounts. 


The first, the individual 


saving! account, is the most 
common and is simply the 
savings of a person deposited 
in his or her o'wn name. The 
joint account is used by two 
or more persons. It is gener- 
ally used by a husband and 
wife who own the account to- 
gether. Either person may 
make deposits or withdrawals 
and if one dies, the balance 
becomes the property of the 
survivor. School savings ac- 
counts are small accounts 
opened by school children. The 
fiduciary accounts are opened 
by a legal trustee or simply 
"in trust" for another person. 
The person named receives 
the money upon the deposi- 
tor's death. The special ac- 
counts are designed to help 
depositors save for a specific 
purpose— marriage, a new 
home, college education for 
children, a new car, etc. 


Banks pay interest on all 


these types of savings ac- 
counts. Maximum limits on 
interest rates are imposed by 
the Pennsylvania Department 
of Banking,

had spent all his life but the re- 
cent few weeks south of Pleasant- 
ville in the Shamburg community.

i Fishing" column in the Erie Times- 
News Sunday, he wrote the follow- 
ing about the deer herd on the 
Peninsula in Erie: "So far we've 
heard very little squawking about 
the Game Commission's use of the 
I 


J rifle, as'a more efficient tool than! 
the trap in removing excess deer! 
from the Peninsula State Park.' 
One big reason for this is, of 
course, that it's too late. The har- 
jvest has already taken place and 
there are no if s, and's or but's 
about it. In a sense this was the 
best way to handle the job, even 
though we personally like to see 
the public informed a bit more in 
advance of important game man- 
agement moves. In tins case there 
was'little doubt in the game man- 
agers' minds that the trap wasn't 
going to take enough deer off the 
place to count for any real reduc- 
tion (some 50 were removed by the 
live trapping process in over three 
(Teeks of work whereas last year's 
trapping efforts saw 66 removed 
in 10 days). 
Weather was the 


controlling, factor. 
So in order to 


avoid endless 'chinning' about the 
proposal to shoot excess deer so 
that at least the Soldiers' and Sail- 
ors' Home and other charitable in- 
stitutions might get some use out 
of the carcasses, the job was done 
in one day without any advance 
publicity and some 70-odd deer 
were harvested. While we'd hate 
to see the public ignored in every 
instance, we sort of admire this bit 
of hard-headed management- of a 
ticklish wildlife' problem where 
there was only one sensible thing 
to do—and they did it! T. A. Rey- 
nolds, supervisor of the Commis- 
sion's northwest division, believes 
that the deer herd is now low 
enough that a moderate trapping 
program each winter will keep it 
within sensible bounTJs for a few 
years at least. It will be a few 
days before we get a true esti- 
mate on the number of deer sup- 
posed to" be left on the Peninsula 
•—but it's fairly safe to say that 
there are at least a couple of dozen 
and possibly more. 
The* Game 


Commission used only salaried of- 
ficers in the shooting of the. excess 
Peninula deer. 
It wasn't sport. 


It was hard, nasty work and to 
make it nastier the weather turned 
sour and sent in a half-fog, half 
snow to cut down visibility and to 
make being outdoors no pleasure 
at all. In fact, under such hunt- 
ing conditions, the Game .Protec- 
tors and others are to be congratu- 
lated on organizing their hunt so 
well that no one got hurt. Drives 
were arranged so that all shooting 
was directed toward the lake side 
to avoid the possibility of bounc- 
ing a slug off the bay and over 
into Erie. Most sportsmen we've 
talked to are not opposed to the 
move as taken by the Commission 


—nor are we." It's a matter of op- 
inion!
